(Ministry of Agriculture), 

Calcutta. 

7. Chairman, 

Indian Jute Mills Association, 

Calcutta, 

8. President, 

Jute Balers Association, 

Calcutta. 
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9—12, One official representative each from the States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar and Meghalaya. 

13—16. One grower's representative each from the States of Orissa, Tripura, U P. and West Bengal. 

17—20. To be nominated by the Ministry of Textiles. 

2. The Board will advise the Government generally on matters pertaining to jute falling within the purview of the Jute 
(Licensing and Control) Order, 1961 including production estimates of Jute and Mesta. 

3. The Members will serve on the Board for a period of two years from the date of publication of this Resolution in the 
Gazette of India, 

4. The non-official members will be allowed TA/DA for attending the meetings of the Board in accordance with the 
instructions of the Ministry of Finance.
